I an greatly concerned about two Imprisoned Argentineans: 

’ Emilia Gelsteln, in Villa' Devoto Prison, and her husband 
' Isldoro Oelsteln, in Rawson Prison. 

Enllia Oelsteln, who was detained with her husband in October 
1975, was professionally concerned with Medical research and treatment 
and education. According to my information, at the time of her 
arrest she had no interest in politics and no time for politics. 

Her husband Isldoro was a Journalist specializing In tourism. 

I have no knowledge of any political activities of his. in 1980, 
five years after'' their arrest, the Oelstelns were given twelve- 
year prison sentences which will be completed in 1987. I do 
not know what charges the Gelateins were convicted of. 

What were these charges? why are the Gelsteins imprisoned* 5 

I urge you to use your influence and authority to have this 
■attar ef the Gelsteins Investigated, and to have both Gelsteins 
released. I urge this in the spirit of the UK Declaration of 
Human Rights.

The case of the Gelsteins is but one Instance, out of thousands 
which cause concern around the world, of apparent violation of 
human rights in Argentina. Vlhat can be done? I was happy to learn 
that there: have been some recent signs of Improvement , In that 
during the past six months many political prisoners have been freed 
and the Argentine government has been investigating and reporting 
on many cases of past abuses of human rights. I fervently hope 
that such changes will continue, and that the improvement will 
became much greater -- so teat the Gelsteins aid others will be 
relieved of undeserved Buffering, so that Argentineans can turn their 
energies to the kind of creative productive work much needed 
by Argentina and the world, and so that Argentina will win the 
respect and admiration of the free world.
